Today at 11:40 in the Men’s Gym 13 students will be intro- 
duced to the student body. These students are candidates for the 
offices of vice-president, sophomore class president, freshman class 
president, freshman class representative, social activities chairman, 
A.M.S. and A.W‘S. presidents, rallies and assemblies chairman. Some 
of the 13 candidates have been campaigning for about one week. 
Others threw their hat in the ring just minutes before publication. 
The important thing is these students are not merely talking about 
running for office, they’re actually putting their name on the ballot. 
They’re doing something. They’re running for office. 

They'll be nervous and knock-kneed when they deliver their cam- 
paign speeches today.

Panther Gridders Tough -- 
Edge Out Hancock 21-20! 


Revenging last year’s opening 18-7 loss to Allan Han- 
cock, the Panthers of Hartnell sharpened their claws and 
denosed a never-say-die Bulldog eleven_ 21-20 last Satur- 
day night in both teams’ opener. The game was almost 
evenly matched with the Panthers strong running attack 


and the passing of the Bulldogs 
quarterback Dave Steaffens. Steaf- 
fens turned in a one man show, 
completing 16 of 27 passes for 
200 of the Bulldogs 333 yards and 
two touchdowns. He collaborated 
with favorite target, Dick Zam- 
pese nine times for 115 yards. 

The Panthers hit paydirt’ in 
the first quarter on a 39 yard run 
by Rick. O'Neil. Defensive back 
Dan Blomquist set up the tally 
with a key interception. 

Bulldogs hit the scoreboard in 
the second quarter on a fourth 
down, seven yards-to-go situation. 
Steaffens fired to Zampese for the 
six points. Bob Hollibaugh broke 
up the try for the PAT. 


O’Neil scored again in the sec- 
ond quarter after eleven plays. 
The Bulldogs tallied again before 
halftime on a Steaffens. pass to 
Art Fabela from the 16-yard line. 
Hartnell led 14-12 at the inter- 

ission. 


Score Winning Tally 


In the second half, the Panth- 
ers pushed across their winning 
margin on O’Neil’s third touch- 
down of the night from 14 yards 
out. The touchdown was set up 
by a key interception by Holli- 
baugh and Dan, Lucas’ 41 yard 
scamper. Armando Hernandez 
booted his third _ point-after- 
touchdown. 


The never-say-die. Bulldogs 
scored their final touchdown in 
the fourth period with 6:34 on 
the clock on a one yard plunge 
by driving halfback Joe Hama- 
moto. Steaffens passed to Zam- 
pese for the two point conversion. 
Coach Arvin Smith praised the 
running of O'Neil, the important 
kicking of Armando Hernandez, 
plus good blocking in the line by 
Dave Nichols, Lou Modena, Bill 


Muscutt, ‘ony Leonardini, Den- 
nis Milley Lee ‘Twisselman. 
In addition, Smith lauded the 
smooth play of center Bob: Paoli 
and Lycas who went through the 
evening without a fumble. Roger 
Story also drew praise for his 
blocking.
